Two freed in 
marriage scam 


BELLE GLADE-Two people arrested in connec- 
tion with the “Operation Matrimony" marriage 
scam last June, were acquitted by a 12 member 
jury last, week. 

Rev. Clifford Davis, pastor of the Wesleyan 
Community Holiness Church in Belle Glade, was 
cleared of charges of arranging marriages bet- 
ween Haitians and Americans for money. 


Testifying against Davis were four women who 
said that the 60 year old pastor had given them 
money in order to wed Haitians. 

Davis said he felt the women-were bribed to 
say certain things against him, büt he also 
asuured the courtroom that he had no hard feel- 
ings toward the women. 

Thé nine women, three men West Palm Beach 
jury, returned a verdict of not guilty after just 
three short hours of deliberation. 


Davis' lawyer, Defense Attorney Richard 
Lubin, claimed the testimony of the four women 
was weak and that Rev. Davis' character was a 
major factor in his acquittal. 

In closing arguments, Lubin told the jury that 


the women didn't satisfy the government, they 
knew they could be charged with crimes. 


The Rev. Davis, who was born in Jamaica but. 
is now a U.S. citizen, told the courtroom that he 
did perform marriage ceremonies for several of 
the women who testified, against him, but denied 
that he was behind a scheme to assist Haitians in 
getting their visas. 

Davis did admit, however, that he married a 
Belle Glade woman, Linda Joyce Burroughs, and 
a Haitian, Solage Theramen. 

' After the marriage, the two applied for perma- 
nent U.S. citizen status for Theramen. 


Theramen was also acquitted by the West 
Palm Beach jury last week. 


He was cleared of two counts charging that he 
was part of the “Operation Matrimony” scam, 


and that he married an American woman solely 
to obtain a green, card.
